A dispatch from Higuerote, Venezuela, 
dated April 11 and received in New York 
April 17, said a government army had 
assumed the offensive against thé rebels 
under General Rolando. It marched on 
the camp of the revoiutionists, who num- 
bered some 3,000 men and forced the rébels 
to retreat. A force under General Gomez 
approached them unexpectedly from the 
fear and after an engagement lasting 
fourteen hours, the rebels were defeated, 
losing many men killed and wounded. 
It would appear that the engagement at 
El Guapo, mentioned in the foregoing 
dispatch, was a continuation of the 

' fighting reported in the dispatch from 

Higuerote. Rio Chico is about 60 miles 

east of La Guayra.

WHEN GREEKS 
MEET POLICE 


Bloody Riot at an Easter 
~ Celebration in Chicago 
Yesterday, 


Chicago, April 19.—Because one of 
their mumiber had been anrested for 
creating a disturbance, a crowd of 
Greeks, who were celebrating their EBas- 
ter Sunday here today, created a riot, 
and before the mob could be dispersed, 
three of them had been shot by Po- 
liceman Cohen and Henry Oppenheimer, 
a bystander, who came to the assistance 
of Cohen. The three wounded men, 
who are said to have been the leaders 
of the attack on the officer, were ar- 
rested. None of them was seriously in- 
jured, 

The disturbance occurred near the 
Greek Catholic church on Johnson street. 
During’ the Baster celebration some one 
threw a lighted firecracker among the 
pedestrians in the street, and Policeman 
Cohen immediately arrested the offender. 
Thée crowd attacked the officer, knock- 


to his feet and fired a shot into the 
crowd, hitiing Nick Rizzutto in the left 
shoulder. . 

This act fnfurlated the mob, which 
again rushéd at the officer, and probably 
would have killed him had not Oppen- 
heimer sprung to his assistance. ‘He held 
the crowd at bay- for a moment until 
Cohen could recoyer the attack. Sur- 
rounded by the maddened crowd, they 
fired’ severa] shots, wounding two of the 
disturbers, James Chipanvitz and John 
Loleets. 

Cohen and his companion, after being 
severely bruised and having their cloth- 
ing torn from their bodies, managed to 
escape to a saloon, where they held the 
crowd back until ‘the arrival of police 
aid, which dispersed the mob. 


GREEKS HAD TOO MUCH BEER 


Reported to the Police That Greeks 
on a Picnic Went To Fighting. 
Nobody Was Killed. 

A number of Greeks gave 4 picnic and 
barbecue yesterday at Faiths crossing, in 
Fulton county, east of the city, to cele- 

brate what they call their Easter. 

Beer was in great evidence and last eve- 
ning about 6 o’clock the city police re- 
celved a message over the telephone thaty 
the celebrators had gone to rioting. As 
the place was outside the city limits the 
matter was turned over to the county 
police. Chief Turner sent some of his 
men to Faiths crossing, but when the 
police arrived the disorder had subsided. 
No one was killed, but there were some 
bruised heads. 


POSSE TACKLES TWO ROBBERS 


One cf the Latter Was from Mobile, 
Ala. 

St. Louis; April 19—By means of the 
rural telephone service in the vicinity of 
Edwardsville, Ills., a posse of farmers 
was quickly summoned today to capture 
two supposed robbers. In the fight that 
followed, Frank Charles, of Mobile, Ala., 
one of the men, was probably fatally 
shot. His companion escaped after a 3- 
mile chase. 

Barly today two farm houses were en- 
tered by robbers. The farmers called up 
Constable L. J. Lawrence by telephone 
and then sufmmoned neighboring farmers 
by the same means. The robbers had 
taken flight in a buggy. The posse Soon 
came upon two men ina buggy, to which 
a tent was strapped. The men were Or- 
dered to surrender. They laughed, but 
offered no violence. Farmer Glass then 
took a shotgun from the buggy and, with 
an oath, one of the supposed robbers 
drew a revolver and fired at Constable 
Lawrence. Farmer Glass then shot him 
through the jaw with the shotgun. ~The 
other man fied and escaped. 

The injured man was not able to talk 
and wrote his name as Frank Charles, 
Mobile, Ala.

DELLS INNING 
AGAINST PLATT 


Fight for Republican Leader- 
ship in New York, 


Roosevelt Men Fear the Present Spirit 
May Lose Their State to Their 
Man in the National Con- 
vention — Defeat of 
Platt’s Man.

Weshington, April 19.—(Special.)—Of 
portentious import of the administration 
and to the republican party is the split 
between the republican factions of New 
York which has developed during the 
past few days. The turndown by the 
state senate of Platt’s man, Frank Ba- 
ker, who was nominated for reappoint- 
ment as a member ‘of the state railroad 
commission, and the appointment of Mor- 
gan as inspector of elections is construed 
by. those familiar with the inside of New 
York politics as meaning the final breach 
between Senator Platt and Governor 
Odell. 
- The appointment of Morgan is a direct 
and open repudiation of Senator Platt’s 
plans. Genator Platt himself charges 
openly that Governor Odell is responsible 
for the action of the senate in defeat- 
ing Baker, and there can be no question 
that this is the case. 

All hands cry ‘“hafmony, harmony,” 
but there is no harmony. President 
Roosevelt, realizing the deep significance 
to himself of a divided republican party 
in the face of an united democracy, had 
endeavored to patch up peace between 
Odell and Platt, but it has become evident 
that Odell wants no peace. 

Odell Forces the Fighting. 
The situation in a nutsheTl is this: 
Governor Odell] is determined that he 

shall be recognized as the republican 
leader of New York and to that end is 
willing to resort to any extremity to build 
up his personal machine. Senator Platt 
would avoid a fight if he could, but he 
does not propose to be ousted in his old 
age from the proud position he has long 
held as dictator of republican affairs in 
the Empire State. 

During the past year there have been 
frequent clashes over the all-important 
question of patronage and upon several 
different occasions it has required the 
fullest power of the president and the 
national leadera to patch up peace be- 
tween these men Who*met’ many years 
ago were thick as the proverbial thieves. 
| There has never. been any love between 
Platt and Roosevelt, but the president 
has more than once intervened in this 
republican family quarrel on the side of 
the senator because he realized that his 
chances for reelection to the. presidency 
were at stake. 

Now Governor Odell has reached a point 
where he feels able to defy Senator Platt 
and all of the harmonizers from President 
Roosevelt down. 

Doesn’t Bank on Futures. 

These latter gentlemen have endeavor- 
ed to make it clear to the governor that 
the acknowledgement of his leadership 
was but a question of but a short time, 
arguing that as Senator Platt is feeble 
as well as old he must soon pass from 
the scene of active politics. Odell, how- 
ever, knows too much about politics to 
bank very strongly on futures. The op- 
portunity presents itself for his forcing 
acknowledgement of his leadership and 
of clinching it by buildMg up a strong 
personal machine, and such an opportu- 
nity he does not propose to let pass by. 

He is forcing the fighting all along the 
line and apparenty with success: He is 
putting himself in a position to dictate 
republican politics. Signs are not wanting 
to show that in this he is having the co- 
operation, or at least the assistance, of 
Mayor Low, of New York city. Platt 
is being fought from both sides. 

There has been much talk at other 
times of a split between the old ana the 
young leader of New York republican- 
ism, but that talk has had no open rup- 
ture for its basis. Now such a rupture 
has occurred. It is the real thing. The 
battle is on and it is to be a battle 
to the political death of either Odell or 
Platt. 

Deep National Significance. 


Administration politicians here in Wash- 
ington are deeply concerned over the out- 
look, for they realize that President 
Roosevelt will be seriously handicapped 
if it becomes apparent that hig state 
will go against him in the election. They 
are doing some very strong talking 
against Odell, whom they hold responsi- 
ble for this condition of affairs. Inci- 
dentally they are charging the governor 
with the ulterior motive of a desire to 
defeat Roosevelt's nomination, They 
point to his action as indicating a desire 
to control the New York delegation to 
the next republican national convention.

St. Thomas, D. W. I., April 19.—A 
steamer which left Monte Christi, Santo 
Domingo, April 17 arrived here this morn- 
ing.

Union Printers Cause the Arnst 
of Non-Union Men, 


Two Men Who Had Taken the Places 
of Strikers Were Setting Type 
on Sunday— Trap Was 
Set To Catch 
Them.

Cases were made against Gen Ali Smith 
and F; M. Miller, two non-unien print- 
ers, last night, for working on Sunday. 
The men took the places of the union 
printers,who are out on strike and they 
were reported to the police last night for 
violating the city ordinance. prohibiting 
the doing of any kind of work on the 
Sabbath other than that of necessity. The 
information was furnished to the police 
by union printers, one of whom is a 
striker. 

The men were at work in the printing 
establishment of Foote & Davies, No. © 
East Alabama street. ' 

Last evening Henry Williams, a strik- 
ing printer who went out from Foote & 
Davies, and Robert E. Butler, a union 
printer who is not one of the strikers, 
were passing Foote & Davies’ and they 
saw a light In the window. They could 
not see from the street, however, whether 
or not any one was at work. They met 
Patrolman Dobbs and stated to him that 
they believed printers were at Foote & 
Davies violating the Sunday law. As the 
doors weré locked it was impossible ior 
the officers to gain admittance. 

Williams and Butler entered an adjoin- 
ing building across an alley and from 
a window had a view into the room where 
they had seen the light. They discovered, 
go they reported to the officer, two men 
hard at work. As the officer had heard 
what he believed to be the noise made 
by a typesetting machine, he had what 
he deemed sufficient evidence on which to 
make an effort to arrest the non-union 
printers. 

To assist the officer, Butler threw a 
pebble against a window, and this re- 


sulted in one of the non-union men com>} 


ing to the window to ascertain who it 
was that threw the stone. Butler called 
to him and sfated that two men wished to 
see him downstairs... The non-union men 
fell into the trap and came to the street, 
where they were met by the officer and 
placed under arrest. They were served 
with ceples of charges to appear in the 
recorder’s court this afternoom at 2:30 
o'clock.

DEATH OF SIR OLIVER MOWAT 


Was Premier of Ontario for Twenty- 
Four Years. 

Ottawa. Ontario, April 19.—Sir Oliver 
Mowat, lieutenant governor of Ontario, 
died today at govérnment house. He was 
83 years old. Sir Oliver had been in 
feeble health for some time, but the ac- 
cident in which he broke his leg last 
Sunday night hastened the end. Sir 
Oliver was premier of Ontario from 1872 
to 189%, twenty-four years, thus earning 
the distinction of having had the long- 
est continuous term of office as pre- 
mier ever accorded to any man by the 
people of any province or colony in the 
British empire. In 1896 he resigned to 
become minister of justice in the domin- 
ion cabinet. In 1897 he was appointed 
lieutenant governor of Ontario. He was 
one of the fathers of the confederation.

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CABANISS DEAD 
AT EL PASO, TEX. 


Popular Young Man of 
Macon Dies in Distant 
State.

Macon, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—Tele- 
grams received in Macon tonight from lL! 
Paso, Tex., announce the death, in that 
city, of Dr. J. W. Cabaniss, of Macon, 
son of President J. W. Cabaniss, of the 
Exchange bank and of the Macon Falr 
Association. 

Dr. Cabaniss, soon after his graduation. 
a year ago, went to New York, where 
he entered one of the hospitals. A few 
months ago, while answering a call, the 
ambulance in which he was riding was 
wrecked and Dr. Cabaniss was seriously 
injured. 

His health was affected by the accident, 
and not long ago he went to El Paso to 
recuperate, but his recovery was by no 
means satisfactorily rapid and a few 
weeks ago his mother went to the Lone 
Star State border to be with her son. 

Friday last President Cabaniss received 
telegrams informing him of the illness of 
his wife, and that night he left for the 
west, little thinking that when he reach- 
ed his destination he would find his son 
dead. 

The telegrams reaching here today rela- 
tive to the death of Dr. Cabaniss stated 
that his father had not yet reached El 
Paso. They brought the information, 
however, that Mrs. Cabaniss was showing 
sign: of in.provement, and indicated that 
her recovery was among the probabil- 
ities. 

President Cabaniss will reach El Paso 
early Monday morning, and will at once 
open communication with friends ani 
relatives here informing them as to the 
disposition of the remains of his son. 

That the body will be brought home 
for burial 1s the impression here. 

Dr. Cabaniss was one of the rising 
young men of Macon, and had a bright 
future before him. He was extremely 
popular with all who knew him, and the 
intelligence of his death called forth uni- 
versal regret here this afternoon when 
it became known,

American Repressnlatives of 
Monetary Conference 


Object Is To Find Some Plan for 
" Maintaining the Stability of 
Silver in Countries of the 
Orient with Which 
We Trade. 


By Jos: Obl. 

Washington, April 19.—(Special.)—At a 
ecnference held at the state department 
between the recently appointed repre- 
sentatives of the United States for the 
proposed international monctary confer- 
ence and the secretary of state, the work 
to be undertaken by these gentlemen 
was outiined and certain preliminary 
steps were agreed upon. At this con- 
ference there were present Secretary Hay, 
the Mexican ambassador, Signor Aspiroz, 
and Messrs. Hugh. H. Hanna, of In- 
Gianapolis; Professor Jenks, of Cornell, 
end Charles A. Conant, of New York. 
The ‘three latter gentlemen have been 
designated as the representatives of the 
United States in formulating and putting 
forward the work outlined in the notes 
of the Mexican and Chinese governments 
submitted to congress ‘by President Roose- 
yelt at the last session. One of the places 
upon the commission was tendered to 
Dr. Andrew D. White, former United 
Siates ambassador to Ber'in, but Dr. 
White, on account his health, con- 
sidered it impossible for him to under- 
take the work. 

As was explained at the 
recessity for finding some plan for main- 
taining the siability of silver in the sil- 
ver using countries of the Orient has .m- 
pressed itself not only upon silver stand- 
ard countries like Mexico and Japan, but 
upon gold standard countries which have 
silver-using colonies like those of Great 
Rritain, France, Germany and the Neth- 
erlands. 

Great Commercial] Unrest. 

The fluctuations in the relative value of 
silver, as compared with gold, have 
created much commercial unrest and the 
export trade with the silver-using coun- 
tries and colonies have suffered variously 
in consequence. While this condition of 
affairs has played more or less into tne 
bands of the big banking houses doing 
business in these countries, commerce in 
general has not been so favorabiy af- 
fected. Perhaps in some special lines the 
exporting and importing houses have 
profited by the fluctuations in silver, bet 
the business interests in general would, 
it is contended, be vastly improved if 


there is stability. 
It was recognition of the desirability 


of 


time, the 


of this sort of stability which would di- 


vorce legitimate business from depend- 
ence upon the speculators in money ‘that 
the Mexican and Chinese governments 
suggested, in their notes to the govern- 
ment of the United States, that there be 
cooperation among the gold standard 
countries with a view to securing some 
plan to cure the existing evils. The 
United States is interested not only be- 
cause of its export trade with China, 
Mexico and other silver countries and 
colonies, but because silver must neces- 
sarily continue to be in almost universal 
use in the Philippine islands and the 
same problems are found there as are 
found in other parts of tie Orient. It is 
believed that the new currency system 
to be soon inaugurated in the Philippine 
is'ands will cure the trouble 80 far as 
the internal commerce of those islands } 
are concerned—or will, at least, go @ 
long way toward curing it; but it is 
recognized that something more should 


be done. 
What Is Proposed. 
In transmitting the notes of Mexico and 
China to the president, Secretary Hay 


used this language: 

“It is not asked that the United States 
modify its monetary system and it is 
distinctly disavowed that any movement 
is contemplated for the restoration of in- 
ternational bimetallism. The opinion is 
expressed, however, by representatives 
cf both governments that consultation 
between the United States and European 
powers having dependencies in the Orient, 
and the independent countries where sil- 
ver money is in general use, may result 
in the adoption of a monetary system 
which will prevent the great fluctuations 
in exchange which now occur in trade 
with the silver using countries, If such 
a result can be achieved—and it is point- 
ed out that at least a partial solution has 
teen proposed in the United States in the 
Philippine currency act—great benefits 
will follow to the trade of the world by 
making easier the access of the products 
of the manufacturing nations to the mar- 
kets of China and other silver-using coun- 
tries.”’ 

It is also suggested that a consideration 
of this subject may have an important 
bearing on the payment of the indemnity 
due by China in that by the adoption of 
some such system the Chinese empire may 
be .enabled to put her monetary system 
upon a basis which will make it possible 
for her to meet these payments in a man- 
eA Satisfactory to all the creditor ne- 

ons. 


To Visit Europe. 

It has been decided that the first thing 
for the American commissioners to do is 
tc pay a visit to the leading European 
capitals and there confer with the recog- 
nized heads of the financial branches of 
those governments. To this end, the com- 
mission will sail from New York the 
middie of May. Secretary Hay will fur- 
rish thetn with the necessary credentia!s 
to insure the welcome of this American 
commission by the proper officials abroad. 

Two of these three commissioners have 
made a thorough study of the particular 
probiem which presents itself to their con- 
sideration. Mr. Conant has long been 
recognized as an authority upon matters 
pertaining to finance. He was sent to the 
Philippine islands as a commissioner for 
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these islands ni

judges. The three days of inactivity oc- 
casioned by the Easter holidays of the 
preceding week afforded this opportunity, 
and when the stock market reopened on 
Monday the deluge of selling orders af- 
forded ample testimony of the unfavor- 
eble manner in which the decision was 
received by investors generally. The be- 
fef is becoming more prevalent that the 
supreme court wil] ratify the opinion of 
the lower tribunal, and in anticipation 
of such an event, railroad and financial 
magnates are already evolving pains for 
changing the present method of centraliz- 
ing control of the great properties that 
will be directly affected. 

The hysterical weakness of the stock 
market in response to the decision jis not 
altogether warranted. The value of the 
transcontinental trunk lines and the 
properties of our vast industrial combi- 
nations cannot depreciate one dollar in 
value because of any decision that may 
be rendered by virtue of the interstate 
commerce law; neither is it likely that 
the ingenuity that devised the community 
of interest idea will suffer that idea to 
be completely abandoned; and whereas, 
the placing of absolute control of rival 
properties in the hands of a coterie of 
men will doubtless be more difficult in 
the future, there is no reason to presume 
that these properties will pass into the 
hands of interests other than friendly to 
the present managements, 

There is one favorable phase of the 
subject that has been almost entirely lost 
sight of; and that is the effect of the 
decision on public opinion. With the 
knowledge that the courts may exercise 
jurisdiction over the ownership of what 
are commonly known as “trusts,” there 
will be less opposition to these combina- 
tions in the future, and efforts to cur- 
tail their powers will be confined to the 
exercise of a proper federal or state su- 
pervision over their affairs so far as they 
concern the public at large. 

The money market is slowly resuming 
its normal condition, and while there is 
no disposition to recklessly extend credits, 
@ gradual easement in rates may be 
looked for from now on. 

The prospects of a record breaking 
wheat crop, as indicated by the govern- 
ment’s estimate, is one of the most en- 
ccuraging features of the situation.

here two weeks; and one can now 
near expressions of opinion from expe- 
rieneed observers as tg the caliber, abil- 
ity, working efficiency and general char- 
acter as legislators of the members in- 
dividually and the two houses as bodies, 
which opinions are worth listening to and 
recording. 

Taking the entire legislature, it is be- 
lieved to contain more young men, more 
brainy men, more orators, fewer “‘watch- 
dogs of the treasury, fewer religious men 
and fewer drinking men than any similar 
body which has come ‘here in recent 
vears. Photographer Harper is delighted 
with the personal appearance of most 
qf them, the Tallahassee haberdashers 
consider this the most appreciative of cll 
legislatures, and the saloon men are in 
gioom. 

If criticem of a really very superior 
body of men be not out of order, the 
most pertinent is that some of them talk 
too much, and some of them have bad 
cases of the itch to make showy records. 
Lawyers in courts are often criticised for 
ighting their cases on mere technical 
grounds—but they are not a circumstance 
to legislators availing themselves of par- 
iamentary quibbles when it is not desira- 
ble to go into the merits of an .issue. 
Three-fourths of all the talk during this 
session has been upon questions of pro- 
eedure, and while it is necessary that 
proper forms be observed, there is a 
tendency—unappreciated, perhaps—to sac- 
rifice the substance of legislation to.its 
form. 

Too Many Bills Introduced. 

Another matter which many experienced 
men are criticising is the practice of in- 
troducing a multiplicity of bills covering 
the same subject. This is attributed to 
the fact of individual members wanting 
to get credit for the authorship of a 
given measure. They may have been 
elected on platforms pledging them to 
support this or that measure, and, then, 
called upon through excess of 
they drew ihe bill to cover the 
matter. This is keeping faith with con- 


lation by congesting the calendars and. 


sary mass of bills, which have to be ex- 
amined, though they be identical, and the 
examination of which consumes valuable 
time. 

This matter is forcibly illustrated by 
the flood of bills to repeal the law mak- 
ing incurable insanity a cause or ground 
for divorce. One repealing act would 
have wiped the law from the books, but 
at one sitting of the house eighteen 
Tepresentatives chunked in separate bills 
to do this self-same thing. It was lu- 
dicrous, and then it became disgusting— 
and it was in these varying humors that 
the house received the eruption of di- 
vorce bills. And, although jt has been 
made perfectly clear that the senate does 
not propose to allow any changes in the 
divorce laws of Florida, as they now 
exist, bills on this subject are still be- 
ing introduced, and yet more of them are 
being hatched. 

Interesting Figures in House. 

Of the two houses, the lower house is 
always decidedly the more interesting, or, 
rather, the more picturesque, having more 
members and a greater variety of ma- 
terial. It forgets its dignity more fre- 
quently than the senate, and its mem- 
bers use plainer, if less elegant, English 
in saying things. Any one would elect 
General Albert W. Gilchrist, of DeSoto, 
and Hon. John P. Wall, of Putnam, as 
the star attractions among house mem- 
bers. They are ever worthy of fresh 
comment, and are preeminently the news- 
makers of the. legislature. These two 
sturdy men sit on opposite sides of the 
hall, and each frequently opposes what 
the other proposes. Their striking att! 
tudes and sonorous voices are the de- 
light of spectators. General Gilchrist Is 
a striking example of an impulsive man 
who never gets rattled. Even though the 
‘whole house be opposed to him, he holds 
his own and fights bravely, and is a 
Veritable encyclopedia of precedents and 
accurate information about state affairs. 
* Some people informed only by hearsay re- 
gard Genera] Gilchrist as a freak. In the 
sense that he, abhors shams and false 
pretense, that he is self-possessed and 
natural even in a legislative debate or 
conference, he is a freak. But General 
Gilchrist is an honest man, and no fool, a 
wood man to tie to—and, picturesque 
though he undoubtedly is, he has decided 
Influence in the legislature. 

Mr. Wall, of Putnam, possesses the 
same sturdy integrity which characterizes 
the gentleman from DeSoto, but is moro 
flery, more liable to fly the track when 
irritated, and sends more vitriol, but n? 
more force, with his shafts of repartee. 
Mr. Wall is this year wearing a full, 
chagsy, gray beard, and when they get 


defying his opponents. Yet, in repose, 
and as a friend, no warmer-hearted, con- 
siderate or more fun-loving man can be 
‘ound than John P. Wall.

Messrs. Dorman, of Suwannee; Drane, of 
Polk; Gornto and Long, of Bradford: 
Hopkins, of Leon; Jones, of Brevard; 
Knowles and Roberts, of Monroe; Oyen, 
of Franklin; Rivers, of Alachua: St. 
Clair-Abrams, of Lake; Strozier and Bul- 
lock, of Marion; Mote, of Lake: Tram- 
mell, of Polk, and McNamee and Wells, 
of Hillsborougin—all these are young inen 
of fine character and ability, and not one 
of them but seems to have a future of 
wide usefulness. 


THREAT WAS MET 
BY COMMISSION 


Louisville and Nashville Must 
Adopt Lower Rate on 
May 1. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 19.—(Special.)— 
The Florida railroad commission has :s- 
sued its order No. 14, requiring that the 
full rate to be charged by the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company for the 
transportation of passengers over its 
lines in the state of Florida shall be 3 
cents per mile, and a half rate shall be 
1 1-2 cents per mile for each passenger; 
that children under 5 years of age, when 
traveling ‘with parents or guardiags, shall 
bé carried’ free, and those between the 
ages of 5 and 12 shall be charged half 
fae: that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company shal operate the 
above rates on its lines in Florida from 
and after May 1, 198. 

This action is taken pursuant to a revo- 
cation of a former order, No. 8, made 
by the railroad commission on February 
25, 19083, adopting a 3-cent passenger rate 
for the Louisville and Nashville, effective 
on and after July 1, 1908. 

It seems that. subsequent to the order 
of February 25, 1903, the commissioners 
received information that the Louisville 
and Nashville would not comply with 
its order on and after July 1, but would 
go into the courts to contest its enforce- 
ment, 

Satisfied that litigation was inevitable, 
the commissioners decided to have it be- 
gin with as little delay as possible. Due 
notice was given of intention to revoke 
order No. 8 and on the 15th instant Hon. 
William <A. Blount, of Pensacola, ap- 
peared before the commission on behalf 
of the Louisville and Nashville and rep- 
resented that the company’s business in 
Florida did not yet justify the proposed 
adoption of a 3-cent passenger rate on 
its lines in this state. 

The commission, however, took a differ- 
ent view, and has now entered its order 
making the rate effective on May 1, 1903. 
It is learned that the Louisville and 
Nashville will oppose the enforcement of 
this order in the courts. 

The commission also adopted a stanéd- 
ard freight tariff fixing freight rates 
which the Seaboard Air Line and At- 
lantic Coast Line railways may charge 
for the transportation of freight on their 
lines in this state. The new rates be- 
come effective July 1, 193. They make 
material reductions on the rates which 
may be charged on the majority of 
classes of freight, but the Seaboard Air 
Line and Atlantic Coast Line have sig- 
nified their intention of complying with 
the commission’s new rates.

FOUND ON ROLL 


Negroleacher Tried To Flim- 
Flam Lowndes County 
- School Board. 


Valdosta, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—B. 
W. Thompson, colored, teacher of the 
negro school at Naylor, this county, con- 
cocted a pretty shrewd scheme to de- 
fraud the county of a considerable sum 
of money, but his plans didn’t work. 

Thompson reported a very full attend- 
ance at his school; in fact, so large 
that School Commissioner Smith was sat- 
isfied that the roll of pupils had been 
unlawfully padded. An investigation dis- 
Closed that the teacher had on his roll, 
at least, thirty-six more pupils than he 
had taught. 

As the teachers of the county are paid 
according to the number of pupils at- 
tending their schools, Thompson would 
have made a neat sum out of the coun- 
ty if his scheme had not been ex- 
posed in time. He not only had the 
names of these thirty-six pupils, many 
of them probably fictitious, but the age 
of each pupil and the number of days 
each had attended school. 

Lhe board of education will investigate 
the charge against Thompson next Sat- 
urday, and’ will probably revoke his li- 
cense, evga if no stronger measures are 
taken against him. 


TEACHERS WILL GET MONEY 


Lowndes County Will Not Make 
Them Wait. 

Valdosta, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)— 
Lowndes county’s school teachers will 
not have to wait months for their mon- 
ey, but will be paid promptly. At the 
meeting of the board of education here 
yesterday arrangements were made to 
borrow all the Money necessary, and pay 
the teachers as soon as their reports are 
sent in. The county is now about two 
months behind with the teachers. As 
the school money from the state will not 
be available before January 1, 1904, forc- 
ing the teachers, ordinarily, to wait until 
that time for their salaries, the action 
of the board of education today will be 
a most acceptable one. 

It was also decided at the meeting to- 
day to take the school census of the 
county during the months of May, June, 
July and August. County School Coni- 
missioner C. L. Smith was employed to 
do the work. The last census was tak- 
en in 1898, and gave the number of school 
children in the county at about 5,400. The 
count was thought. however. to have 
been a very imperfect one. The new cen- 
sus will, no doubt, show a good increase 
in the school population. 

The Lowndes county teachers’ institute 
will be held in this city during the 
week beginning June 15. The institute 
will be attended by all the teachers and 
prospective teachers in the county, and it 
is probable that the teachers from a 
number of other counties will be invited 
to participate. The date was definitely 
determined at the meeting of the board 
of education this afternoon, Professor E. 
A. Pound, of Waycross, will conduct the 
institute.

MERCY EXTENDED TO MYERS 


Man Who Killed Brother in Law 
Escapes Gallows. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 19.—(Special.)—A 
notable murder trial has just been con- 
cluded at Kingstree, Willlamsburg 
county. The case has attracted much at- 
tention because of the relationship of 
the dcfendant and the dead man and their 
prominence in the community. 

The homicide was due to a family feud 
prought about by a dispute over a line 
fence, which resulted in the killing of 
Samuel W. James by his brother in law, 
Lonnie C. Myers, the tragedy occurring 
last June.

it was about this time that the mod- 
ern idea of stock companies had its birth 
in the minds of several gentlemen who 
had money. The popular impression was 
that the money would be changed into 
experience, but the ‘world was short- 
sighted.

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Strict Orders Given To Arrest Those 
Attempting To Revive the Move- 
ment—To Try Them and 
on Conviction To Cut 
Off Their Heads. 


Washington, April 19.—Minister Con- 
ser reports to the state department from 
Pekin, under date of March 12, that an 
attempt has been made in the. district 
of Yutien,’ about 100 miles west of Pe- 
kin, to reorganize the boxer movement, 
Sut was promptly suppressed by the en- 
ergetic action of the viceroy, the famous 
Yuan Shth-Ki, who stood like a rock 
against the boxers in 1900. Several sol- 
diers lost their lives in the attempt to 
arrest the criminals. Several of the crim- 
inals were killed and ten others were 
arrested, who are to be beheaded and 
their heads exposed where the organi- 
zation started. Mr. Conger says only such 
prompt an. severe measures will prevent 
Similar organizations in other localities, 
and that it is hoped and believed Yuan 
Shih-Ki will continue as he has begun. 

The native official report on the upris- 
ing is as follows: 

The Tung Chou Yungping brigade gen- 
eral, Lian Tang. and the district magis- 
trate of You Tien, Cheng Chin, reports: 

“In the matter of boxers drilling at Liu- 
Ho-Tao, in the district of Yu-Tien, we 
sent vetty officers to make _ thorough 
search, and on the 26th of the first moon 
(February 23, 1908), they arrested Kan 
lAn-Chiang and others, men and women, 
ten in all, who were practicing boxer 
arts, and we now ask for orders as to 
how we shall deal with them.” 

“To this reply we received as follows: 

“*The contents of the report have béen 
carefully noted. Proclamations have 
been issued repeatedly, strictly forbid- 
ding any revival of the disturbances of 
1900, which were originated by the box- 
ers, but Kan Lin-Chiang ‘and his party, 
having no regard for the law, assembled 
a lot of people to form a band of boxers 
and drilled them in the dead of night. 
Wihhen they were being searched for by 
the civil and military officers they dared 
to resist arrest and killed and wounded 
several soldiers. Thereupon seven of 
them were killed, mgn and women, and 
their heads exposed as a warning. Ten 
others, men and women, were arrested 
and thelr swords, spears, flags, pen- 
nons, charms and pledges, all proofs of 
their evi! designs, were brought to light. 
“*l shall depute Tao Tai, Chang Hat- 
Lun, of the military secretariat of the 
regular foree, to proceed at once with 
ali haste and make a thorough investi- 
gation, and deal with the matter accord- 
ing to the regulations in force. As to the 
ten men and women already in custody, 
let them be carefully ftied and affér 
wards beheaded, and let their heads be 
sent to the place of their rebellion and 
suspended as a warning to all and a 
testimony to the rigor of the law. . We 
shall expect also that some plan be de- 
vised to secure the remainder of the 
band. Let every exeftion be made to 
root it out, so as to prevent further 
trouble. Forward this with al) hoste.’” 
The proclamation of the viceroy of 
Yuan Shih-Kai shows cleafly the rigor 
of the measures taken by him to stamp 
out the boxer movement. These persons 
are to be beheaded: Those dealing in 
magic spells to befool the people; those 
propaating evid teachings and evil arts; 
those banded together to commit violent * 
crimes; soldiers in sympathy with boxer 
societies. 

Heavy fines and penalties are imposed 
on householders who furnish quarters 
for boxer meetings; on boxers themselves 
and those who fail to expose boxers to 
arrest. All persons thaving evil teach- 
ings are to be destroyed and a reward of 
96 taels is offered to any one delivering 
up, bound, any boxer.

Berlin, April 7.—Although Frau Rothe, 
the so-called “flower spiritualist,’ whos® 
trial on.163 charges of fraud made 89 
great a sensation, is now behind the bars 
serving out the six months’ imprisonment 
to which, with a fine of $125, she was 
sentenced the other day, the amazing 
career of the “materializer’’ of fruit and 
tlossome still is the subject of discussion 
and argument Lere. Those who believe in 
the German ‘‘medium’s”’ genuineness are 
almost as numerous now as they were 
before her trial, and the remarkable thing 
all along has been the social and intel 
lectual] prominence of many of the sup- 


vears. 

It will be remembered that one of the 
most vehement witnesses in the spiritual- 
ist’s favor at the trial was George Sul- 
zers, president of the Swiss court of ces- 
sation, and that among those who had 
been in the habit of visiting frequently 
and consulting “Sister Anna’ were tlic 
Countéss von Moltke, Princess Karasca- 
ka, the Countess Wachtmeister, General 
von Zastrow, Baroness Gruecnhoff,: Baron 
von Ruediger and the former Court Chap- 
lain Stoecker. 

At her “seances,’’ admission to which 
cost a pretty penny, Frau Rothe went 
through the ordinary medium’s process of 
calling up spirits and interviewing them 
regarding the concerns ‘of her earthly 
chents, but ‘“‘materialization” of fruit, 
flowers, etc., was her specialty. Oranges, 
roses and other hot-house products ap- 
peared in Rothe'’s hands as if by magic 
having been brought, so the spiritualist 
assured her disciples, from ‘‘the other 
world,” and the objects thus summoned 
apparently were projected back into the 
ether quite as readily. At the medium’s 
trial Frau Seiffert, a wealthy bank direc 
tor’s wife, swore that she saw “Sister 
Anna”’ take a piece of jewelry, a framed 
picture and a small bronzed figure out of 
the air in broad daylight: She was certain 
that Rothe brought them from the other 
world. Two physicians also déclared their 
belief in the “materialization.’’ Unfor- 
tunately, however, the detective who 
watched the ‘‘Frau's” operations, and 
finally arrested her, testified that the 
woman who had professed herself to be 
on terms of intimacy with the shades of 
Napoleon and Victor Hugo was merely a 
remafkably cléVer sleight-of-hand per- 
former, while the woman inspector who 
had searched Frau Rothe told of having 
found oranges, flowers and other objects 
for ‘‘materialization’’ in the folds of her 
dress. ; 

The “medium” is about fifty, sight, 
and,. before her arrest, appeared invaria- 
bly in black. She has a wonderful pair of 
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portcrs of the woman who undoubtedly |

IS PRESIDENCY 
FOR DESCHANEL 


Brilliant Ex-Speaker of the 
French Chamber Hears a 
Bee Buzz. 


Special Vorrespondence. 

Paris, April 8.—It is rather difficult to 
think of an American politician with 
whom to compare Paul Deschanel, the 
brilliant ex-speaker of the French cham- 
ber of deputies, who is now working his 
way toward the presidency of the French 
republic. M. Deschanel still is a member 
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of the chamber—as one of the strong re- 
publican majority—and the other day he 
made a speech on the subject of state ex- 
penditure, which has called attention to 
him once more as one of the men best 
worth watching in French politics today. 

In America Deschanel would be de- 
scribed as a ‘“‘smooth article.’’ Naturally 


a man of uncommon gifts and simply 
huge ambitions, he “gets on” by being 


just as agreeable as they make ’em to. 


every one—high and low alike. He is on 
‘especially good terms with the czar of 
Russia, so much so, in fact, that when 
the czar visited France, Deschanel was 
appointed by the president to represen: 
the chamber of deputies at the reception 
to Nicholas III. When the young diplo- 
mat went to Constantinople he made a 
point of calling upon Abdul Hamid, and in 
Paris they say jokingly that, if ever he 
goes to: Rome,‘‘Paul” will kiss the pope’s 
slipper. Deschanel, who is well to do. 
also keeps his fellow-deputies well) dis- 
posed toward him by innumerable little 
graceful acts—such as the unexpected be- 
Stowal of a brace of plump pheasants 
from his preserves at times when game 
is dear in Paris. 

Although a republican in politics, De- 
schanel’s polished manners and ability to 
talk well have made him a favorite, even 
in those drawing rooms of the fashion- 
able Boulevard St. Germain, ordinar- 
ily closed against all politicians but those 
De- 
schanel’s marriage to a woman of* both 
Wealth and social position also has help- 
ed materially in getting in with the great. 
The astute deputy, however, is not con- 


fented with being on good terms with 


the upper classes. He ‘also jollies along 
the man with no collar but a vote, he lays 
corner stones and distributes prizes, and 
there is no public character in France 
whom the crowd cheers more good 
‘naturedly than Paul Deschanel. 

He means to be president of the repub- 
lic some day, and seems likely to achieve 
his ambition. Already he is a member of 
the French academy—which Emile Zola 
tried to get into and couldn’t—and he is 
the youngest man who ever was president 
of the French congress, with one distin- 
guished: exception—Gambetta. Incidental- 
ly, Deschanel is admittedly the best- 
dressed man in the “chambre.” 
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POPULAR IDEA 


Says That Sir-Walter Raleigh 
Never Got Nearer Virginia 
Than Dreams.

London, April §8.—It is said that at 
a recent meeting of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Soctety in London Mr. Edmund 
Goese shattered a very popular idea in 
his lecture on Sir Walter Raleigh. 

The meeting was called to commemor- 
ate the tercentenary death of Queen 
Liizabeth and. was devcted to the read- 
ing of papers on Elizabethan topics. 

Speaking of Walter Raleigh, whom hs: 
called “‘that paladin of geographical ro- 
mance,’’ Mr. Gosse said: 

“Sir Raleigh’s nostrils never snuffed 
the fragrant air which blew out into the 
Atlantic from North Carolina to meet the 
colonists, in his bodily presence he never 
touched those aromatic cedars of Woko- 
ken, never tasted the wild grapes of the 
Roanoke, but in. spirit he was there. 

“His was the brain that. planned, the 
persistence that carried out the courage 
that never relinquished his design. 

“And the promised land of Virginia is 
his in history, although he only gazed at 
it from the fringes of the cloud.”’

This year the mothers 
naye .been our best co-workers; they 
have seen how much better progress 
that Child makes at school who had 
the ‘kincergarten foundation than the 
older children did and they are eager to 
send ‘their bables to us. 

“One man, the father of eleven, says 
his greet regret is that all of his chil- 
dreg did not have this opportunity. 
School number one, Miss Madge Bigham,, 
principal, has had enrolled eighty. The 
children in this school are very gener- 
ous to the china ‘pig-a-wig’ and ‘pig-a- 
wee’ which are fed with pennies every 
morning in the first circle period. 

“A's ‘this, from a monetary standpoint, 
is our benner school, we give the report 
in full to show the growth of the kin- 
dergarten Spirit on the south side: 

‘The kindergarten on Fortress ave- 
nue,’ says Miss Bigham, ‘has inet with 
even greater.favor this year than last, 
the parents showing more enthusiasm 
and a willingness to help in any way 
within thelr means. The many pennies, 
dimes “and niéKels brought in by the 
children have been sufficient to buy all 
the material used in the kindergarten as 
well’ as replenishing the cabinet with 
fresh ‘block8, clay, tiles and beads. The 
amount of mcney collected last year for 
the -first six month’ amounted to $11.78, 
while for the same pericd this year we 
have collected $19.43, showing an increase 
Of $7.65. : 

“Fifty-two garments have been given 
to the school and distributed to those 
in need of them. 

“ ‘Our lunch committee, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Maud Tompkins, has served 
the. .kindérgarten faithfully, and.on the 
Occasions: of. ‘Christmas and. Thanksgiv- 
ing, as well as on regular lunch days, 
has scattered unttold happiness into the 
liyes.of these children through their lov- 
ing..service, and we thank ‘them most 
| Other helpful donations, were 
received ffom the White’ Dental~ Com- 
pany and Mr. Harry Schlesinger, who 
rever forgets Atlanta’s children. An- 
other source of great gratification are 


to: énter thé 
great ease with which’ they advance 
in mastering the principles of the ‘‘three 
R.s.” The orly doubtful criticism I hear 
from them is ‘‘that kindergarten children 
ask so many questions,’’ but. does not the 
asking of a question imply interest, and 
is not. interest the very pivot upon which 
all education turns? The greater num- 
ber of.questions a child asks on a given 
subject, the greater are his chances to 
learn, and it rests with the magic oppor- 
tunity, being only as skillful in answer- 
ing questions as the child is in asking 
questions, for therein lies its value.’ 

‘“‘Miss Bingham is one of our most tal- 
ented teachers and her children, as the 
above report shows, are wide awake and 
intelligent. ; 

“In school No. 2, Miss Elizabeth De- 
Graffenreid, principal, and Miss Ruth 
Frazier associate teacher, there have 
been 95 children enrolled, 254 visits have 
been made to the parents, 78 persons 
have visited the school and 14 garments 
were given out. These children are near- 
ly all frcm Jewish homes, many of 
them spéak a foreign tongue, and the 
teachers in the Bell streét public school, 
where there are now 119 of our former 
pupils, say that it makes their work in 
the primary grade much easier, as the 
little children from the _ kindergarten 
learn to speak English there, and they 
take right hold of the work with intelli- 
gence and ease. Mrs, Julius Alexander 
and her co-workers have never failed 
to give a loving oversight of these chil- 
dren. They have been supplied with a 
weekly treat each Friday and at Christ- 
mas a generous bag of g%od things was 
given every child. In 1902. the enrollment 
of this school was 68. This year it is 
95, and the daily average js much better. 
Miss DeGraffenreid says: ‘The mothers 
cooperate with us in every way, and are 
very appreciative of our efforts. Rabbi 
Meyerowitz has given us his hearty 
support and we value his assistanc® 
greatly, because his people follow his 
guidance to the letter.’ 

“Miss Ruth Frazier, the associate 
teacher, has given the most valuable 
help in this school. To her and to the 
principal, Mise DeGraffenreid, the asso- 
claticn extend their congratulations upon 
the result of their faithful work: 

“at school No. 3, on Plum_street, Mrs. 
Emma Coulter, principal, we have had 
the best average attendance for the year. 
The enrollment was 98, with an average 
attendance each. month of 44, which. was 
very fine considering how many chil- 
dren’s diseases have been prevalent. The 
sweet spirit of the teacher is reflected 
in each one or her scholars. Their’ room 
seems always full of sunshine. There 
were 63 visits made and 48 persons vis- 
%ed the sehool. Thirty garments were 
distributed. Mrs. Robert Alston and the 
young ladies of her bread and milk com- 
mittee have been attentive to their du- 
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school our children were again given a 
most bedautiful-Christmas tree at Wash- 
ington seminary. -When the little ones 
were loaded down with toys and good 
things it was‘hard to tell which was 
the ‘happiest child; “the one who gave “or 
the one who received. 

“School No. 4 is known as the Woolen 
Milis school, but in reality it exists as 
Mrs. William M. Nixon's pet and bene- 
iielary. Half the year it was under the 
charge of Miss Olive Hicks: now Misa 
Susie McAlpine is principal. There have 
been fifty-four enrolled, with a _ fine 
average attendance, until a primary 
school was started in the next street. 
One hundred and forty visits were made 
and fifty-seven lunches served to the 
sick in the neighborhood, besides the 
treats every Friday given by Mrs. Nixon 
and her committee of ladies to the chil- 
dren. 

“One hundred and forty-two garments 
were distributed; one crippled child was 
carried to the surgical institute seven 
times, where free treatment was given 
him and a brace costing $20 was procured 
for him. Two children were taken to Dr. 
Calhoun and their eyes treated by hiin 
‘without money and without price.’ 

To this schovl also came the scholars 
from Mrs. Chandler's laden with gifts at 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, each: time 
bringing happiness to many young hearts. 
Besides this, Mrs. Nixon had a tree for 
them, and the children were given a pic- 
nic at Grant park last spring. No one 
could devote closer or more loving attcn- 
tion to her work than Mrs. Nixon has to 
her school, and we feel a sincere appre- 
ciation of her efforts. In the mill sec- 
tions, where so many poor families are 
located, our schools seem to be the most 
needed, therefore we decided to place 
school No. 5 at the Exposition cotton 
mills. The directors of the company and 
Dr. Turner, president, and Mr. Tuller, 
secretary and treasurer, have done every- 
thing in their power to make: this school 
& success. 
big windows on three sides to let in the 
sunshine, was built for us, and the princi- 
pal, Miss Rosa Belle Knox, has been 
given every possible help and encuurage- 
ment. It is a great pleasure to testify 
to the deep inteerst that' is shown by 
the directors of this mill in their opera- 
tives.* In the kindergarten and tie graded 
school every chance is given-the children 
to obtain a good education, and the 
neatly kept homes around the mill always 
bespe2k peace and contentment. We feel 
that Miss Knox has been untiring in her 
efforts to make this school a-success, and 
her report gives us a good idea of what 
Aas been done. There have been eighty- 
one children enrolled, with an average 
attendance of thirty-four. In the homes 
435 visits have been made, sixty. parents 
have visited the schools) and sixty-five 
persons from the city, and- 116 garments 
have been given out. Mrs. W. H. Tuller 
and her committee see that’the lunch on 
Friday is a bountiful one. At Christmas 
the children of Miss Emma _ ‘Tuller’s 
school provided a liberal supply of toys 
and candy for the tree, which made the 
little ones very happy. Miss Knox says: 
‘Looking back over the past six months, 
I cannot but feel that the result 1s 
gratifying, and 1 wish the good peopie 
who support these schools could see the 
Gay improvement in the little ones uns 
der my care—could see how their minds 
develop and the little bodles and souls 
Lecome clearcr, and how pube  wotds and 
high ideals replace the ol@* onés; “and 
wéod ‘habits are’ formedslowly and sure- 
ly.” Miss Knox aigo.telis us of an. instance 
im her school that illustrates the true 
effect which Froebel felt should be at- 
tairred by his methods. A little boy was 
sent to the primary school, where he re- 
mained over a month, but without learn- 
ing anything at all. He would just sit 
still in a dazed manner, and appeared 
mentally deficient. His mother concluded 
to try him at the kindergarten. For a 
while he seemed. entirely irresponsive, 
then his mind began to wake up, slowly 
at first and then with almost startling 
rapidity, until now he is one of the 
brightest and healthiest children in the 
school, his feeble body having developed 
along with his mind. The gratitude of 
his widowed mother is delightful to see. 

“School No. 6 was made passible through 
the generous gift of William Greene 
Raoul. It is located in a section of the 
city near the Atlanta cotton mills, and 
nas been productive of fine results, thouga 
the shifting population changes constant- 
ly and this interferes with the steady ai- 
tendance of the children. Miss Waller, 
ihe principal, has worked faithfully at 
her post, ana her good influence is very 
rerceptible. She has enrolled fifty-two, 
has made 100 visits and given out 120 
garments. 

“Mrs. George W. Johnson and her com- 
mittee have been kind and helpful to 
Miss Waller, and have supplied many 
lunches for the children. The ladies of 
the Episcopal church at Edgewood have 
given a number of garments and a dona- 
tion of soap and towels for each child. 
Mrs. Russell and her Sunday school class 
sent them Chbristmas gifts of candy and 
toys. The total enrollment of all the 
schools has been 4@ this year—in 1902 it 
was 280; garments distributed, 510; visits 
made to the homes of the children, 1,138. 
It has been my duty and pleasure as your 
president to visit the schools on an 
average of once in two weeks, thereby 
keeping .a cluse oversight of the work. 
rhe teachers have met each month with 
ne, and either Mrs. Nixon or Mrs. Alex- 
ander, your vice presidents, has been 
present with us. The teachers give an 
outhne of the proposed plan of work for 
the corr'ng month, and we talk gover every 
‘nefdent connected with the daily ses- 
sions. This has proven to be helpful in 
every way. Il have found each teacher 
eonscientiously and patiently doing her 
work when I made my unexpected ap- 
oearance at the school. 

“tf cannot imagine any happier set of 
children in any schools, north, south, 
east or west. 

“A generous gift from David Woodward 
has encouraged us greatly in the last 
few weeks, but we will need much more 
money in our treasury if we keep up the 
same number of schools next year, as 
our treasurer's report will show. I have 
faith enough to believe we will get ali 
we necd, simply because we ask it in tha 
rame of ‘the icast of these little ones.’ 

“The ladies of the Council of Jewish 
Women, Mrs. J. E. Sommerfield, presi- 
dent, are always generous in their gifts 
to us, and we thank them for their in- 
terest. 

‘"To the assistant teachers who have 
been in our schools during the year we 
offer our grateful thanks. I cannot say 
how sincerely I esteem the unremitting 
sympathy of the officers of the associa- 
tion, Mrs. Alexander, Mrs. Nixon, Mrs. 
Woodward and Mrs. Hammond, and to 
all the members of our soctety who at- 
tend the meetings and help us in any 
Way. 

“To the city council we extend our 
gratitude for their continued assistance, 
and we «still lj forward to the time 
when the board of education will beg us 
to transfer our corps of teachers to the 
public schools.

If there is truth in the dispatches 
from Berlin, this greatest of American 
industria] combines is earnestly en- 
gaged at present in trying to effect a 
working agreement with the German 
iron and steel syndicates. It seems 
that German exports of iron and steel 
to the United States. and over the 
world, for that matter, are giving the 
United States Steel Corporation un- 
pleasant competition—a thing it was 
expressly organized to crush. From 
all reports, the negotiations looking 
to an international price combine are 
not meeting with German encourage- 
ment, but the opposite influence. It 
would appear that the German iron- 
masters feel secure enough in their 
position to defy the American steel 
trust and profit by giving it competi- 
tion on its Own. protected preserve. 
Anyhow, the Germans do -not pro- 
pose to snap up any bait which will 
cut them out of the American market 
and leave the yankee.trust to. dic- 
tate market quotations. 

Moreover, the German iron and 
steel] syndicates have quite recently 
formed a hard and fast trust of their 
Own to meet the “American invasion” 
anywhere, on any terms. The outlook 
is most decidedly for war, and a war 
of two such colossal trusts does not 
augur so well for the stockholder’s 
dividend as for an era of extraordinary 
material development and improve- 
ment based on cheaper steel. No 
doubt the “stand pat’ ,republidans 
will urge the competition of Germany 
as a reason why the steel schedules 
ought not to be tampered with, but 
American Citizens who can put two 
and two together will appreciate the 
blessing involved in the failure of two 
giant trusts to partition the earth for 
their mutually respected franchises 
of monopoly. Even despite the tariff, 
the home market will feel the stimulus 
of competition.

The Irish Convention’s Good Work. 

The success of the national conven- 
tion of the Irish League, which yéster- 
day adjourned in Dublin after a two 
days’ session, is a matter of world- 
wide congratulation, for where in the 
world are the friends of Ireland not 
legion? The harmonious action of 
the late convention means that land- 
lord and tenart, government and 
home-ruler, have “got together” at last 
on a thoroughly practical proposition 
to change Ireland from a land of in- 
Surgency and creature distress to. a 
land of comparative loyalty and ma- 
terial prosperity. At-any rate, it is 
confidently believed that such benefi- 
cent, results will follow the passage 
pf the Wyndham land-purchase ,, bill, 
the government measure reasonably 
amended and enthusiastically - in- 
dorsed by the conventioners recently 
assembled in Dublin. There is small 
reason to fear that the amendments 
proposed will not be acceded to by all 
parties at interest. Another confer- 
ence of the committees of the land- 
lords and tenants will be held in a few 
days in London, and John Redmond, 
the Irish parliamentary leader, who is 
a member of this committee, expresses 
confidence that the committee will 
recommend the amended bill without 
quibble. 

Mr. Wyndham, who stands sponsor 
for the new land act, is chief secre 
tary for Ireland. In a speech deliv 
ered at Manchesterr. Mr. Wyndham 
referred to the possibility of a general 
election in the near future and de- 
clared that the Irish land bill could 
hardly be repudiated. The speaker 
said the cause of Ireland’s immemo- 
rial troubles was both political and 
natural. Instead of giving her justice 
in 1881, parliament gave her litigation, 
and nature had sadly handicapped her 
in her dearth of mineral resources. 
She ~was England’s bet customer. 
Every true imperialist, Mr. Wyndham 
declared, wished Ireland to be a bridge 
and not a chasm between England 
and Canada, “and with Canada,” he 
continued, ‘I would associate the 
United States, and for even an outside 
chance of attaining that object it is 
worth while to make an effort.” 

In addition to the land bill which 
bears his name, Mr. Wyndham is mov- 
ing in parliament for an annual grant 
of £185,000 for internal development 
purposes in [reland. 

The action of the Dublin conven- 
tion in adopting a ringing home rule 
resolution may be regarded as some- 
what injudicious, considering the deli- 
cate nature of the land bill, but it was 
to have been expected. The determi- 
nation of Redmond and the other lJead- 
ers to keep the two great measures 
separate and not press for them joint- 
ly is dictated by a wisdom that will do 
well to hold aloof from entangling 
Irish enthusiasms.

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Quiet in the Philippines. 

We have it on the authority of the 
most responsible newspapers in Ma- 
nila, in confirmation of President 
Roosevelt's recent optimistic expres- 
sions on the subject, that there is no 
State of insurrection now in any sec- 
tion of the archipelago. The late fol- 
lowers of Aguinaldo are quiescent, it is 
asserted, if not satisfied with the de- 
crees of fate, and such disturbances as 
occur to mar the peace are the result 
of collisions between: the native police 
and predatory outlaws. 

“Justicia,” one of the leading papers 
of Manila, gives us some insight into 
the origin of many of the sensational 
reports sent out under a Manila date- 
line. This paper charges the “yellow 
press” of that city with being too 
poorly supported to maintain a legiti-. 
mate telegraphic service and, in order | 
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“grape-vine dispatches.” It declares 
that the reports of conflicts between 
United States troops and insurgents 
are manufactured out of the whole 


cloth in the offices of these unscrupu-> 


lous papers and cabled for a substan-. 
tial consideration to American news- 
papers. Generally there is a slight 
basis for such stories in the raids 
upon the rendezvous of ladrones by 
the local constabulary. 

In this connection the following -ed- 
itorial from a recent issue of Justicia 
is illuminative: 

What a terrifying sensation it must 
be to possess a fearful soul. The pitiful 
wail which is issuing up from the editors 
of a few American daily organs of Ma- 
nila would indicate that the ‘‘tremulo” 
stop Had been pulled entirely out. They 
are so assailed by vile fear that they 
cee in every unusual noise a fresh rebell- 
ion against the peace and dignity of the 
commonwealth. They use the “brush” 
which occurred recently at-Mariquina be- 
tween a constabulary posse and a few 
half-starved and more than half-naked 
ladrones to paint.a word picture of them- 
selves which reads like Dante’s descrip- 
tion of the damned. As a matter 
of fact, ladronism has existed in these 
islands far hundreds of years, and was 
never interfered with by the Spanish 
government to the extent that it has 
been and is being interfered with by 
the American government. So long as 
the ladrones robbed the naitive people no 
opposition was encountered by them on 
the part of the Spaniards, so desirous 
were the latter for peace at any price. 
Not so with the Americans. So long 
as the lowliest citizen of these islands is 
robbed the entire strength of the gov- 
ernment will be brought into play to 
the end that retributive justice may be 
meted out to the offending parties. This 
is the whole reason why such a pro- 
nounced epidemic of .adronism is run- 
ning riot. Their ancient prerogatives are 
being curtailed, and they are driven to 
fight for their very existence. 

In the current issue of The Inde- 
pendent, of New York, Henry C. Ide, 
a member of the Philippine commis- 
sion, has an interesting paper explana- 
tory of present conditions in the Phil- 
ippines. Mr. Ide declares emphatical- 
ly that there is no political disturb- 
ance in the islands or insurrection or 
war in any proper sense of that term. 
In the Moro country, which contains a 
limited population only and which is 
still under military control, there has 
been some disturbance, but the com- 
missioner says the situation there is 
well in hand and the probabilities are 
that the Moros can be brought into 
cooperation with our government with- 
out further bloodshed. Speaking of 
the ladrone troubles, Mr. Ide says: 


This condition of things always ¢x- 
isted under the Spanish regime, and has 
been intensified to a degree by the hard- 
ships incident to the cholera and the rin- 
derpest and by the conditions ordinarily 
following several vears cf warfare. The 
victims of the ladrones are almost wholly 
natives. The situation in this respect fs 
not one to cause any alarm; it can be 
comtrolled with entire success. In fact, 
down to the time when I left the islands. 
on the #4th of February the native con- 
stabulary, officered by Americans, 
performed. the whole work of maintain-. 
ing order. It is emtirely probable~ that’ 


islands may be needed oceasionally In 
one place or another to suppress disorder 
of the kind referred to, but it is a re- 
rrarkable cOmmentary on the general 
peacefulness of the netives and their 
loyalty as conservators of public peace 
that practically all the work of policing 
has been done by native constabulary or 
scouts. 

It is unfortunate for the credulity 
of the American people that General 
Otis so often suppresded the Fili- 
pino insurgents with his typewriter, 
but the average citizen who keeps 
abreast of the times in the newspa- 
pers will be inclined to now accept 
these protestations of Philippine paci- 
fication as bona fide.

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Is the Panama Canal in Danger? 

The reports from Bogota apropos of 
the anti-ratification sentiment in Co- 
lombia are rather disquieting to 
friends of the Panama canal treaty, 
but it is difficult, at this distance, to be- 
lieve any serious opposition can be 
encountered among the Colombians. 
This optimistic belief is based on the 
genera] American notion that the re- 
public which owns ths isthmus drove 
a@ pretty good bargain with Uncle 
Sam—a much better bargain than any 
other nation or private interest would 
have given—and the financial condi- 
tion of Colombia is certainly such 
that the $10,000,000 down and the 
large annual franchise payments will 
come in good play just now. Prob- 
ably, when the truth of the situation 
is known here, it will be found that 
the Colombian opposition is founded 
on fear of an official boodle ring in the 
administration of the canal finances 
by the home government. 

When Minister Concha represented 
—or, rather, misrepresented—Colom- 
bia at Washington, there was influence 
enough, either in Colombia or the 
United States, to cause him to refuse 
to enter into a canal treaty. When 
this stubborn diplomat was recalled 
by his government the inference was 
that he stood for no authoritative 
sentiment in Colombia. It would ap- 
pear, from the meager reports at hand, 
that Senor Concha has been busy 
since his return trying to foment hos- 
tility to the canal treaty’s ratification 
and that he is the leader of the pres- 
ent opposition. 

. Some people, without assuming to 
know anything about the patriotic 
merits possibly involved in the atti- 
tude of the Concha party, will be 
cynical enough to ask in whose pay 
the ex-minister and his anti HMeuten- 
ants are working. It does not seem 
reasonable to suspect that any foreign 
power is intriguing to cheat the 
United States out of their Panama 
canal vietory. It does, however, seem 
reasonable to suspicion certain. great 
corporate interests in the United 
States, if outside influences of the 
inevitable metallic sort are now at 
work to incite the Colombians against 
the treaty ratified by congress. The

“IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS.

Georgia counties are becoming con- 
siderably stirred up over the efforts 
being made on the part of the state to 
recover certain property which was orig- 
apart by the legislature for 
educational purposes. This land, remain- 
ing idle, and_no action ‘being taken by the 
state to devote it to the purpose in- 
tended, was appropriated by squatters, 
whose long tenure remaining undisputed. 
and who have either handed it down to 
other generations or sold it to innocent 
purchasers. 


It was way back in 1818 that the iegis- 


lature set apart land lets Nos. and 100 
in each district in three or four original 
counties for educational purposes. These 
counties were afterwards subdivided until 
now the land is in ten or a dozen, instead 
of the original three or four. These 


| lots were never granted by the state, 


though. in some instances, the parties 


claiming ownership of them are ip pos- 


session of fraudvient or forged land 
grants, and held them under the belief 


that they are genuine. Many of these: 


lots or parts of them are in the posses- 
sion of innecent purchasers, and it would 
seem a hardship upon them to eject 
them under the circumstances. 

There are in all some sixty or seven- 
ty-five of these lots, some two or three 
of them having already been recover- 
ed by the state. One of them was re- 
covered by Governor Terrell several years 
ago, when he was attorney general. But 
practically all of this land ig now in pos- 
session of other parties. 

Some time ago, as was stated in The 
Constitution, Governor Terrell entered 
into a contract with several lawyers to 
assist the attorney general in recover- 
ing the remainder of this land and turn- 
ing the proceeds of it into the educa- 
tional fynd. Arrangements have been 
made to file suits in the superior courts 
of the counties where the property is lo- 
cated, for the purpose of ejecting the 
tenants in favor of the state. In some 
instances, it is stated, these suits have 
already been filed, and it is the beginning 
of this litigation that has aroused the 
peopie, particularly those who are in- 
terested in the property. 

Hon. E. R. Jones, representative from 
Dougherty county, came to Atlanta for 
the purpose of seeing Governor Terrell 
and finding out if this litigation can not 
be delayed until after the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature, when it is his 
purpose to ask the appojntment of a com- 
mission to look into the matter and de- 


termine what is just and equitable as~ 


between the parties interested in the prop- 
erty. Speaking of the mater, Governor 
Terrell said: 

“The legislature will have plenty of 
time to act in the matter as it may seem 
(proper, Wor it will be, at least, six 
months before any of ‘these suits can 
come to trial. The recovery of this land 
for educational purposes was directed by 
the legislature of 1891, but many difficul- 
tles in the way have prevented action be- 
ing taken from time to time. Much of the 
property involved is in the hands of in- 
nocent ‘purchasers, upon whom such lit-

fields of Georgia and all Dixie land are 
transformed into the millions of yards of 
white stuff, some of which is again ship- 
ped back to the United States to be- pur- 
chased by certain shoppers, ostensibly on 
account of a better materia} due to cll- 
matic conditions, but in reality for the 
sake of the mark of foreign mantfacture, 

It was my good fortune to secure the 
address of one of the harbor commission- 
ers of this, the largest port in the world. 
Introducing myself, I asked if it was pos- 
sible to secure any information regarding 
Georgia's part in the imports of cotton. 
The commissioner was at once exception- 
ally courteous, asking but.one favor, that 
his name should not tie used, “Now, I’m 
not by any means sure that I can give 
you the information you want immediate- 
ly, but it will be a great pleasure to do 
al} that I can. I feel personally indebted 
to any American who calls on me. About 
two years ago I traveled across the en- 
tire cotton belt and spent two or three 
delightful days in Atlanta. I remember es- 
pecially Qieejng some most charming 
gentlemen at the—some club.” 

“Capitol City?” inquired the newspa- 
per man. 

“The very same, on Peachblossom isn’t 
it? Peachtree? At any rate, I remember 
the kindnesses and one street I am sure 
of. That is Whitehall. You know we have 
a Whitehall here and in London as well. 
First, let me secure you a pass that will 
admit you to any portion of the seven 
miles of docks and by means of this you 
wil] be able to see for yourself the part 
Georgia plays in this particular portion 
of the British empire. Of course, here in 
Liverpool we like to think that we clothe 
the world, but I guess we must admit 
that much of our bread would be dough 
except for the raw material that comes 
from the southern cotton belt. Now, if 
you don’t mind waiting half a minute, I 
want to call up a friend of mine, a cotton 
manufacturer, who has also received any 
number of courtesies in Georgia and the 
south.

turned with the information that the man- 
wfacturer would meet us at luncheon at 
the Adelphi and not under any circum-

Armed with the commissioner's pass I 
took the overhead tram from Princess 
street all the way to the magnificent 
breakwater and gates that mark the en- 
trance to the harbor. The very first 
steamer proved to be a tramp ship carry- 
ing cotton from Galveston, From then up 
the great steamers and sailing vessels 
from every portion of the world were 
massed from one to six, eight and ten 
deep, the bowsprit of one overlapping 
the stern of the gne in.front. The crews 
were of every nationality. Japanese, Cni- 
nese, the thinnest of thin-looking salil- 
ors from King Edward's empire of India, 
natives from Java, one odd-looking craft 
from the west coast of Africa and a 
number from Savannah, Ga. 

This is no poetical or figurative de- 
scription, the tali masts with yardarms 
actually interlocking with the vessel next 
made the sailing ships look like pines 
around a turpentine still, while the thick, 
black smokestacks of the steamers sug- 
gested most forcibly acres of stumpage. 

Just back of the docks extend miles of 
erformous warehouses, On every side there 
was the nolse of wheezing donkey engines 
shrieking and groaning as they dragged 
bales ef cotton and other cargo. from the 
deep hatches below, the cursing of long- 
shoremen, coal passers and roustabcuts 
and the giving of orders by dock boases 
and superintendents. But there was 4 
lack of system and the work did not pro- 
ceed in the way the American is used 
to. It ig not so long ago that I was down 
on the wharves of the Savannah river. 
Heére the loading of the cotton was ef- 
fected with far less confusion and much 
greater expediency. This matter of lying 
at Liverpool wharf is most expensive 
and one of the larger lines tried the ex- 
periment of bringing over some Ame:! 
dock bosses who were used to unloading 
and loading vessels in about-half the time 
of their English cousins. The experiment 
almost ended in a riot. The porters at 
once complained that net only would 
they have to work harder, but the Amer- 
Scan bosses made no allowance of time 
for grog. It was from the Liverpool docks 
where the workers mixed their beer and 
stout together that the drink called after 
them, porter, was first instituted, At any 
rate, there was an _ uprising against Amer- 
ican metheds and the men with a system 
had to return to a land where innovations 
that are practical are welcomed rather 
than fought. 

All along the line were great piles of 
baled cotton, any amount of it bearing 
Georgia marks that must ever inspire the 
visitor with both pardonable pride and 
homesick yearnings for the Empire State. 
Only those who have been separated sev- 
eral thousand miles can appreciate what 
happy memories just the names of Macon, 
Columbus, Americus and all the other 
places can awaken, 

The commissioner’s pass proved an open 
sesame to the captain of every steamer 
where it was presented. One British offi- 
cer whom I talked with said: “Yes, 
you'll find any amount of cotton being 
brought here from Georgia and rice and 
rosin as well. And another thing, you 
will find that a great number of these 
ships lying here have Georgia to thank 
for some part of their construction, either 
yellow pine or the cypress that hag such 
exceptional advantages for the ship- 
builder. 

War Freely Talked. 

Arriving at the Adelphi, the harbor 
commission, The Constitution man and 
the manufacturer who also begged that 
anything he might say be used imper- 
gonally, sat down for luncheon.

WIDOW IS GIVEN 
PART OF ESTATE 


Mrs, W.D, Palmer, Formerly 
of Atlanta, Wins Utah 
Suit, 


By a decision of the Utah supreme 
court a curious story concerning certain 
prominent former Atlantans has been 
revived. The story is that of the separa- 
tion of the late W. D.. Paimer and his 
wife under the terms of a contract and 
the peculiar litigation that sprung up 
after his death some time ago in Salt, 
Lake City. 

W. D. Palmer was a rather elderly man 
at the time of his death, and left a con- 
siderable estate. His fortune had been 
accumulated here in Atlanta in the brick 
business. 

Some years ago he married a handsome 
young woman, many years. his junior 
in age, but they were never happy to- 
gether, it is said, and in 1899 decided to 
separate. The estrangement between the 
two was seemingly incurable and both 
retained attorneys, probably with the 
view of instituting divorce proceedings. 

Mr. Palmer's attorney was Hubert Cul- 
berson and Mrs. Palmer was represented 
by Robert Alston. The attorneys held 
several conferences and persuaded the 
couple not to enter into the divorce court, 
as neither desired the publicity of such 
litigation. 

A Contract of Separation. 

At the suggestion of the lawyers a con- 
tract was entered into by the husband 
and wife. It was a contract of separa- 
tion as provided for under the Georgia 
code. Mr. Palmer, in consideration of 
his wife’s leaving him anda relinquish- 
ing all claims upon him, paid to her a 
certain sum of money, some thousands 
of dollars, and she sigyed the agreement. 

Mr. Palmer then closed out his busi- 
ness and with the balance of his fortune 
moved to Salt Lake City, while his wife 
went to live in New York. He invested 
considerable money in Utah real estate 
and became known in his adopted city as 
a capitalist. It is said that Mrs. Palmer 
made overtures looking to a revocation 
of the contract entered into in Atlanta, 
but her husband refused tu accede to 
her proposals. 

Last year Mr. Palmer was taken ill 
and after lingering a time died, upon 
which event his widow traveled out to 
Utah and laid claim to one-half of his 
estate, which is the dower awarded a 
widew under the laws of that state, but 
her right to which, it was alleged, had 
been waived by the contract of separa- 
tion from her husband. 

Several brothers and sisters of Mr. 
Palmer reside at Newnan, Ga., and they 
resisted the attempts of the sister in law 
to the dower she claimed. The case was 
tried in the circuit court last fall and 
the contract of separation was introduced 
in bar of the widow's demand. The con- 
tract was hard fought and ended in a 
decision against Mrs. Palmer, the widow. 
She, however, appealed her cause to the 
supreme court of the state, and on last 
Monday that tribunal reversed the rul- 
ing of the lower court and declared the 
contract of separation null and void un- 
der the laws of Utah. The attorneys 
in the case assert that the whole mat- 
ter is without parallel in the legal an- 
nals of this state. 

Formerly Mr. Palmer owned consider- 
able property in Atlanta, but he disposed 
of all that at the time he left for the 
west and only his Utah estate is affected 
by the decision. rMs. Palmer has remar- 
ried since Mr, Palmer’s death. Her sec- 
ond husband, however, is also named 
Paimer. They live in New York.

Will Tibbetts and Packard approached 
McKinney in the house agd ordered him 
to surrender. McKinney answered by

Will Tibbetis was shot through the 
ttomach and died soon after. 

Packard was shot through the neck and 
shoulders and dangerously wounded. 

Burt Tibbetts, a brother of the dead 
deputy sheriff, shot McKinney through 
the mouth and neck, Killing him. 

McKinney has been in Bakersfield two 
days and was harbored by friends in a 
Chimese joss house. The house was a 
regular fort. In the place with McKin- 
mey wis Hul Hulse, a desperadv. Mc- 
Kinney had a sawed-off shotgun and 
Hulse used a pistol. Hulse would not 
obey the order to come out of the bar- 
ricaded house and the fire department 
was ordered to the scene. Hulse gave 
himself up. He was taken to the coun- 
ty jail. An immense mob surrounded the 
jail and tried to take him from the 


| officers. 


Another accomplice of McKinney was 
known to be in the house where the 
battle took place, but Be would not sur- 
render. At 4:30 p. m. the building was 
set on fire and the man was soon smoked 
out and taken to jail.

First Consecrated in Georgia. 


The first deaconessés ever consecrated 
in Georgia stood before the people. 

large numbers of the members of the 
congregation went up, after the benedic- 
tion, and shook hands with the deacon- 
esses and spoke énéouraging words tv 
them. They made qa striking picture in 
their somber habiliments against the 
background of stylishly-dressed women 
who surrounded them. In general ap- 
pearance they strongly resembled the 
Sisters of mercy of the Roman Catholic 
church, and their work is, in some re- 
Spects, similar. 

They are under the supervision of a 
board of control, appointed by the Wom- 
an’s Home Mission Society, and must go 
wherever sent, at home or abroad, and do 
whatever religious work is required of 
them. Generally their duties are: 

. Minister to the poor. 

. Care for the sick. 

. Provide for the orphan. 

. Comfort the sorrowing. 

. Seek the wandering and sinful. 

. Any religious or teaching work to 
which she may be assigned. She must 
relinquish all other pursuits and devote 
herself to those forms of Christian work 
to which she may be found adapted. 

The requirements of a candidate for the 
office of deaconess: are. 

A young woman who desires to beeome 
a candidate for the officé and work 
of a deaconess must— 

1: Be; at least, twenty-three years of 
age. 

2. Be a single woman or widow (without 
dependents for support). 

3. She must have a good English edu- 
cation. 

4. She must have shown a fitness. for 

this work by active service in some line 
of Christian work. 
6. She must be recommended by the 
quarterly conference and the preacher 
in charge of the church of which she is 
& member. | 

6. She must have a cértificate of good 
health. from a reputable physician. 

7. She must pass a satisfactory exam- 
imation. before a proper. committee: of the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society, both as 
and religious qualifica- 
tions. 

8. After two years at the training school 
she must have the recommendation of 
the superintendent of the school. 


Office Created in 1902. 


The office of deaconess was created 
at the general conference of the Methodist 
church. south, at Dallas, Tex., May, 1902, 
and its management and development 
was committed to the Woman’s Home 
Mission board. A deaconess-can only re- 
ceive $10 per month and expenses. This 
is paid by the Woman's Home Mission 
board, unless the deaconess: is hired by 
a church, in which case .the church pays 
her the same amount. 

All the candidates consecrated yester- 
day were prepared at the Searratt Bible 
and Training school, except Miss Weigel, 
in Chicago. It. is 
not yet known to what fields the new 
deaconesses will be called or sent. 

Trinity church, where the ceremony 
teok place. was decorated with palms and 
lilies. Before the appointed hour for serv- 
ice to begin every seat in the great. au- 
ditorium and the gallery was occupied. 
Chairs were placed in the aisles to ac- 
commodate the people, but many stood 
throughout the ceremony, In the after- 
noon the Woman's Home Mission board 
held memorial services in the same 
church,*° and in the evening Dr. W. R, 
Lambuth, missionary secretary of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, deliv- 
ered an address to a large audience on 
the work which is under his charge.

“The inspiration of hope always vital- 
izes our best forces to live and work 
whatever care may beset us, but no life 
is true in itself unless it be a pure life 
within, manifested outwardly in daily 
intercourse with others. Life, therefore, 
cannot be a good life unless a just one 
and this comes by deriving its moral 
force from the God who gave it. As the 
Sap within the body of the tree is in- 
closed by the bark and thus invisible,

and buds and flowers come forth in beau- 
tiful order; so is it that the life—our 
life—unseen by men when it draws its 
power and its grace from the fountain 
source of love’ = and light mani- 
fests tiself in goodness and in 
the deeds that are helpful to 
others.

He spoke as follows: 

Our fathers made much of the interior 
lie, or the doings of God in the realm 
of their own souls. They had, every one 
of them. an unquestioned experience of 
grace, which they loved to tell and which, 
indeed, constituted the staple of their 
preaching. Every disciple of Jesus Christ 
today must have an experience, or change 
of heart in regard to his relations with 
Jesus Christ. To receive the Spirit of 
Gof is to cast out the spirit of sin and 
selfishness. It is to give up doubt for 
trust, hatred for love, discouragement 
for hope, slavery for freedom, rebellion 
for submission and joyous service under 
the guidance and control of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Old things pass away and 
all things become new. The new man 
finds himself in a new world. It is always 
the world within that makes the world 
without. 

Certainty in religion, or Christian as- 
surance, as it ig sometimes called, lies 
in the direction of experience. ‘‘We have 
received the Spirit. which is of God.” 
Why?. The answer is, “That we might 
know the things:that are freely. given to 
us of God.’’. \Certainty in religion is de- 
sirable, and in the text the apostle tells 
us it is attainable. Christian experience 
has. a verifying power. It has its own 
tests.and proofs, its own scales, its own 
yard stick and measuring line. .. 

Salvation is, knowable by experience, 
and its truths*are provable by experience. 
Salvation did not come to any one of 
us at -first--as-a-system of doctrine de- 
manding the assent of our minds. If I 
mistake ‘not, the gospel of Jesus Christ 
ptesented itself ‘as a_ practical remedy 
for our sins. We accepted the sacrifice 
of. the cross as the, basis of our recon- 
ciliation with God, and in penitence and 
faith .yvieldéd “ourselves to the trans- 
forming power of the Holy Spirit. We 
received the Spirit of God into our spirits 
by simply trusting our Savior. -“"‘To as 
many. as received: Him to them gave He 
power to beeomé the sons of God, even 
to them that beliéwé on his name.” Christ 
dwells in our hearts by faith. God is 
present and personally active in every 
soul when His Spirit has renewed, as 
He is not and Cannot be in the heart 
that distrusts or:-hates Him. ‘The nat- 
ural man recetyeth not the things of 
the Spirit of God, for they are foolish- 
ness unto him;.,neither can he ‘know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” What are colors to a blind man? 
Or flowers or stars? What are sympho- 
nies or sonatas to a deaf mute? So, 
what are spiritual things to an unspir- 
itual man? “Eye hath not seen nor ear 
heard, neither haye entered into the heart 
the things that God hath in 
Store for those who love Him, but’’— 
never close the quotation there—‘‘He hath 
revealed them, not will reveal, but He 
hath revealed them to us by His Spirit.” 
The Spirit, therefore, who dwells in the 
disciple, affords that inner light which 
does not and cannot shine in the breast 
of wickedness and sin. 

Now we have received the Spirit which 
is of God, that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God. 

Start with Christian experience as a 
basis and you can uprear the whole 
Christian system. 

“What do you wish to establish? 
inspiration of the Bible? The man of 
Christian experience, whether the cul- 
tured Coleridge or the practical Moody, 
replies: ‘Yes, the Bible is inspired be- 
cause it inspires me.” It must be from 
God because it draws me toward God 
and away from all that God condemns. 

Christian experience has a word to say 
on ull the doctrines of the Bible. Take 
the doctrine so humbling to the human 
heart, the doctrine of human depravity. 
Who among us does not feel that in his 
unrenewed state he was base enough to 
have committed any crime that has ever 
blackened human annals? Take the doc- 
trins of prayer. Its value and power 
are established in the lives of all who 
pray. If we are converted, the supreme 
petition has been answered, and this 
necessarily involves a favorable re- 
sponse to all other requests that are rea- 
“He that spared not His own 
Son, but -freely gave Him up for us 
all, how shall He not with Him also free- 
ly give us all things?’ 

Miracles have strong confirmation from 
Christian experience. Miracles had for 
those who first behald them a very high 
value. Miracles, for us, however, have 
a different value. We do not see them. 
We have to prove the miracles before 
we can use them in proof. But, is it not 
true that when we have experienced in 
our own souls the regenerating power of 
God’s Spirit, which, if not a miracle Is 
in many respects so like one, are we not 
inclined to aecept as true the miracles 
which the Bible relates? Fegeneration, 
in a notoriously depraved and besotted 
man, is a most astounding work of God. 

Physical marvels are less astounding. 
To hew a block of marble from the 
quarry and carve it into a noble statue, 
to break up a waste wilderness and con- 
vert it into a garden of flowers; to melt 
a lump of ‘iron and forge it into watch 
springs—all these are mighty changes in 
matter. Yet they all come short of the 
change involved in regeneration. 

Regeneration is the action of Spirit on 
spirit, God's on man’s. Matter easily 
yields to change. Mind Is stubborn and 
unyielding. God's Spirit, in securing the 
submission of~-man's spirit, must over- 
come man's will, the mightiest force, ex- 
cept God's will, known in the universe. 
God's Spirit, in bringing about such a re- 
guk, does something more wonderfui 
than turning water into wine, or feeding 
five thousand ‘on five barley loaves. 

Regeneration is more like giving sight 
to the blind, or curing the paralytic or 
raising the dead. And if it be true that 
Christ is constantly working wonders in 
the spiritual world,.why is it not natural 
to credit to Him the recorded wonders 
in the natural world? 

Christian experience affirms the divin- 
ity of Jesus. 

His. own words—‘All power is giver 
unto Me on heaven and earth,” and “Lo, 
T am with you always even unto the end 
of the world”—are proved by regenera- 
tion. The Holy! Spirit is the - Spi

What is the worun of Christian ex- 
verience? While it is indispensabie to 
all it ts specially herpful to the plain 
inan. Jesus. said: “1 thank ‘hee, VU 
ather, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
imou hast +hid.-these things. trom the 
wise and pruuent and revealed them 
unto babes, even so, Father, tor so it 
seemed. good in. Thy signt.’’ Revelation 
from God is ot Spirit to spirit. it is a 
disclosure of heart to heart.. It is love 
talking to love. It is not argument 
that proves Goa'’s existence, but expe- 
rience of His grace and goodness. 
‘“‘Yaste and see tnat. the Lord is prec- 
jous." ‘ine proof of the pudding, is the 
eating. Kkxperience is the test and ex- 
penience is open to every man, however 
liiterate or even feebie-minded. Igno- 
rance in the’ matter of experience. has 
ry opportunity witb culture and wis- 
om. 

Let me tell you, it is too often not 
a perplexed intellect, but a bad heart, 
that keeps men from Christ. “An evil 
heart of unbelief’ is the trouble... Adoni- 
ram Judson was once an infidel, but his 
recovery to truth was not accompuiished 
by logic. Frederick W. Robertson was 
involved, for a time, in a skepticism that 
was honest and a doubt that was un- 
willing. His treedom came mot by study, 
‘but by a chiidiike reception of the juve 
of God in his heart. : 

Christian experience is the means by 
which one Christian may recognize an- 
other, It is the true test of feilowship. 
it is the shibboleth of the saints. It 1s 
the sign, grip and pass word of those 
duly and truly admitted into the circle of 
the saved. it is the bond of union in 
the church universal. If there ever comes 
about the unification of all disciples of 
our Lord Jesus Christ it will be effected 
by nothing external. Creeds and con- 
ventions and compromises will not ac- 
complish jit. No numan power can do 
this thing. Union will come through the 
natural affinity of regenerated spirits 
crowding around: the central Christ. So 
will they come in touch with one an- 
other and through common love to a 
common Savior be filled with the unity 
of the Spirit. 

Christian experience is the basis of all 
evangelizing power. To be sure, uncon- 
verted ministers have preached the gos- 
pel with some success. Indeed, grossly 
immoral preachers have enjoyed the fol- 
lowing of thousands. God’s Spirit can 
use an unworthy nistrument, Leigh Rich- 
mond preached the gospel to otners be- 
fore he knew its power himself. John 
Wesley testifies tnat he was in the 
ministry before he was converted. Chal- 
mers Used to say that before his severe 
iliness at Kilmany he preached to oth- 
ers without being a converted man. None 
the less it is the saved who are for the 
most part employed by the Holy Spirit 
in winging souls to Christ. 

We hear much now days of special en- 
ducement of spiritual power for service, 
of a “second ‘blessing,*’; of at eXITerience 
other than regeneration that.a few, elect 
souls may attain. When we talk calmly 
with these disciples and compare expe- 


sanctification, we cal ‘regeneration, and 
what they call the second -blessing is 
only a fuller manifestation of the same 
old. blessing that came in the hour we 
first believed. Groeth in grace and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ, brings greater pow- 
er in testifying of the love of God 
and that the Holy Spirit owns and uses 
to the conviction and conversion of sin- 
ners. 

Christian experience finally is the 
ground of all missionary and benevo- 
lent work. The propulsion to save sin- 
ners comes from within. Its source is 
not so much a command of God’s as the 
outflow of the renewed nature. How is 
it possible for one grateful for the par- 
don of his sins, happy in the assurance 
of fellowship with Christ, conscious of 
a glorious. immortality to lock up so 
blessed an experience in some dark closet 
or bury it in. the earth inevitably, he 
must— 

“Tell. to all around 
What a dear Savior he has found.” 

What power could have silenced the 
enthusiastic voice of exulting Paul as he 
eried: “Thanks be unto God for His 
unspeakable gift?’ The love of Christ 
constraineth us. That love, surpassing 
the love of women, has recruited the 
ranks of missionaries in all the cen- 
turies. -Undeterred by difficulties or dan- 
gers and undaunted by persecution of 
martyrdom, the supreme passion for 
Christ has gone on its way to seek and 
to save those for whom He died. 

My friends, cherish, the inner light. 
Feed the holy flames that burns on the 
altar of an experience of redeeming love 
and renewing grace. No man will ever 
be able to argue you out of your own ex- 
perience,. begotten by the Spirit of God.

ANSWERS CALL 


Prominent Macon Business 
Man Dies After Long 
IIIness,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., ‘April 19.—(Special.)—William 
Andrew Doody, for twenty-five years one 
of the leading dry goods merchants of 
Macon, died this afternoon at -his resi- 
dence, corner Pine and First streets. af- 
ter an iliness of two’ years, the last six 
or- seven months of which had been 
passed at his home. 

Mr. Doody was 52 years ojd and was 
born in Savannah. 'Forty-fivé years ago 
he came to Macon wit’, his parents, and 
since that date had lwen a resident of 
this city.. While yet young in life. he 
was successful in all business enterprises, 
and twenty-five years ago founded the 
firm of W. A. Doody & Co., now one of 
the largest and most important dry goods 
houses in central Georgia. 

Two years ago Mr. Doody developed a 
case of Bright’s disease, and notwith- 
standing the fact that he sought the 
most eminent physicians of the coun- 
try, the ravages of that disease continued 
and some six months ago Mr. 
became a confirmed invalid, 

Besides being at the head of one of the 
leading dry goods houses of Macon, Mr. 
Doody was a director in the Exchange 
bank and the Union Savings bank, both 
of this city. 

The body will be taken to Savannah 
tomorrow morning for burial. The fu- 
neral services will be conducted from 
the cathedral in that city, but so far no 
time has been announced. 

Mr. Doody leaves one sister, Mrs, Lula 
Baxter, of Macon, and one_ brother. 
James Doody, of Florida. Mr. Dooly be- 
gan business with a smail means and 
leaves a large estate,
